1 02. (Previously Presented) A method for treating a subject for a penetrating eye 
trauma, comprising administering a connexin 43-downregulating amount of a connexin 43 
antisense compound to the eye of said subject. 

103. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 102 wherein the eye trauma is chemical 

trauma. 

1 04. (Withdrawn) A method of claim 1 02 wherein the eye trauma is mechanical 

trauma. 

1 05. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 1 02 wherein the eye trauma results in 
corneal epithelial damage, 

106. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 102 wherein the connexin 43 antisense 
compound is administered to a subject having an anmiotic membrane graft. 

107. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 102 wherein said antisense compound 
is selected from the group consisting of antisense, oligonucleotides and antisense 
polynucleotides. 

1 08. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 07 wherein said antisense 
compound comprises a nucleobase sequence selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-3. 
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1 09. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 07 wherein said antisense 
compound is targeted to at least about 8 nucleobases of a nucleic acid molecule encoding a 
connexin having a nucleobase sequence selected from SEQ ID NO: 12. 

1 10. (Previously Presented) The method of any of claims 102-105 or 106 wherein said 
antisense compound is an antisense oligonucleotide between IS and 35 nucleobases in length. 

111. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 10 wherein said antisense 
compound is an antisense oligonucleotide comprising naturally occurring nucleobases and an 
unmodified intemucleoside linkage. 

1 12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 10 wherein said antisense 
compound is antisense oligonucleotide comprising at least one modified intemucleoside linkage, 
at least one modified sugar moiety, and/or at least one modified nucleobase. 

113. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 12 wherein said modified 
intemucleoside linkage is a phosphorothioate linkage. 

1 14. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 102 vyherein said antisense compound 
is administered by topical adminisUration. 

115. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 102 wherein said antisense compound 
is administered by local administration. 

1 16. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 102 wherein said antisense compound 
is administered by intraocular injection. 

1 1 7. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 1 1 0 wherein the antisense compound is 
formulated with a pluronic gel. 
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1 1 8. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 1 1 7 wherein the pluronic gel comprises 
pluronic F127. 

1 19. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 1 10 wherein the antisense compoimd is 
administered once. 

120. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 1 1 0 wherein the antisense compound is 
administered more than once. 

121. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 1 02 wherein the subject is a human. 
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
